Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and 
which is not covered by the prior declarations submitted in this application, arose 
without any deceptive intent on the part of the applicant, including original independent 
claims 1 and 9, now cancelled, claiming more than the patentee had the right to claim in 
reciting, inter alia, a phase change material which is formulated as a blend of at least 
one resin or wax component and at least one thermally-conductive filler, but as not 
specifying, as recited in independent claims 14 and 17, such resin or wax component to 
comprise a blend of an acrylic pressure sensitive adhesive component having an 
melting temperature of from about 90-1 00°C, and an a-olefinic, thermoplastic 
component having a melting temperature of from about 50-60°C.
